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GERMANY’S FIRST BILLION. 


The ease with which Germany has 
paid the first Billion marks has been 
the subject of much comment. 
The 
French point to it, naturally, as proof 
of their contention that Germany, all 
along, has been aware that she could 
do much more towards meeting her re­ 
parations obligations than 
she was 
willing to admit. 
That is a point not 
easy to answer, for the facts seem to 
speak for 
themselves. 
As 
matters 
have turned out, it must be plain, even 
in Berlin, that Germany did not help 
her interests by her false pleas of im­ 
potence. Her bluff has been exposed 
iii the most conclusive possible way, 
and the upshot of the whole affair has 
been to persuade the wTorld that the 
French were right, after all, in their 
contention that the Germans were— 
and are— much better off than they 
admit. 
Of course, the Germans have just 
begun their task. For a while, at any 
rate, subsequent payments will not be 
as easy for them as the first one was. 
To meet these subsequent payments, 
Germany* must impose taxation upon 
her people far more severe than any­ 
thing they have experienced so far. 
Just what this will mean to her is a 
vast and complex subject which only 
financial and economic experts with 
special knowledge of German condi­ 
tions are competent to discuss; but 
there are certain important facts the 
significance of which is plain to even 
the laymen. Thus the per capita tax­ 
ation of the several countries in 1920, 
as worked out by the Brussels Finan­ 
cial Commission, was as follows: 
Great Britain ..................................... $S7.90 


United S t a t e s ...................................... 56.50 


F r a n c e 
.................................... 34.60 


B e lg iu m ............................................... 15.20 


Germany ............................................... 12.50 
These proportions, in so far as Ger­ 
many and the European Allied coun­ 
tries are concerned, 
are 
not upset 
when the greater size of the Allied 
national incomes is taken into account 
and the percentage of tax revenue 
from national income is calculated. 
This calculation gives Great Britain 27 
per cent, France 18 per cent and Ger­ 
many 12 per cent. 
' It seems to be clear from these com­ 
parisons that the Germans can stand 
considerably more taxation than they 
have had so far. They are sure to 
have a great deal more, and if they 
presently find themselves the most 
heavily taxed, 
instead of the most 
lightly taxed, of the important Euro­ 
pean peoples, they are likely to com­ 
plain very loudly. 
That, however, is 
one of the penalties of defeat in war, 
and most observers seem to think that 
this fact will 
be recognized in Ger­ 
many before long and that the masses 
of the people will realize that the bur­ 
den imposed upon them is, after all, no 
more than was to be expected. 
No­ 
where does there seem to be any real 
expectation of a break down of the 
German government’s plan for raising 
the money through refusal of the Ger­ 
man people to accept it. 
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WHERE “NOMALCY” PAYS. 
Dispatches from abroad intimate 
that a desire to view the battlefields is 
not the only reason why France is a 
mecca for tourists and pleasure seek­ 
ers while England 
is 
getting much 
less than her accustomed share of the j 
tourist tide. Another reason, and per­ 
haps the main reason, is the fact that 
France has in large measure returned I 
to “normalcy” while England has not. : 
In the British Isles war-time regula-1 
tions still prevail and in parts of them 
war-time 
conditions, 
or worse than 
war-time conditions, exist. 
Thus Ire- 1 
land is no place for tourists now, while 
the labor troubles in England have 
deterred many travelers from going 
there. 
In France, on the contrary, the trav­ 
eler is in no danger of running into a 
battle or a riot or of finding himself 
blockaded in some town 
because a 
strike has paralyzed the railroads. 
Not only is France perfectly tranquil 
and orderly, but the war-time restric­ 
tions are no longer in force there, and 
one can get what he wants to eat or 
drink at any hour of the day or night. 
So the tourists are flocking to France 
and staying away from Britain. 
What this means in dollars and 
cents is hard to estimate but it cer­ 
tainly means a great deal. 
So many 
travelers are now going to Europe that 
some reports describe the rush as ap­ 
proaching pre-war conditions. 
The 
tourists are good spenders and the 
prosperity of France is assisted ma­ 
terially by the fact that they are 
spending a far larger proportion of 
their money in France and a far small­ 
er proportion in Britain than in form­ 
er years. 
And now 
that Italy has 
quieted down, a great many of them 
are going there. The British are los­ 
ing a considerable sum of tourist 
money because of the fact that they 
have been slower than some of their 
Continental neighbors in getting back 
to normal.

HOW NOT TO GROW OLD. 
Richard Le Gallienne in H arper’s. 
Youth is a quality, a spiritual ener­ 
gy and, properly speaking, there is no 
“old age,” but spiritual decay. *The 
foot less prompt to meet the morning 
dew” is no valid evidence of growing 
old, any more than to lose a leg in bat­ 
tle. 
Fussy physical activities are not 
the only tests of youth. That brain of 
Sophocles which gave us his greatest 
play at 90, is more to the point, as 
also that famous saying recorded of 
him, in reference to the cooling of the 
passions with the years, that to grow 
old was like being set free from serv­ 
ice to a band of madmen. 
Because we grow wiser and strong­ 
er, less selfish and generally more use­ 
ful to our fellows with the passage of 
the years is not to say that we have 
lost our youth. It only means that we 
have learned how to employ it. 
We 
do not run in every direction as we 
did. We knowT a little better what we 
are doing, or what we want to do; but 
the motive force that enables us to do 
it is that same 
energy 
which once 
drove us to make fools of ourselves at 
the beginning, and still provides the 
same “swift means to radiate ends.” 
Decay, disillusion, 
weariness; we 
mean these things when we speak of 
“growing old,” but we fail to realize 
that these are no necessary accomp­ 
lishments of the years. 
We may, un­ 
fortunately, inherit them, or acquire 
them, like bad habits, or through neg­ 
lect of a proper care and exercise of 
our spiritual selves. Spiritual and in­ 
telligent laziness makes most people 
“old before their time.” If we lose in-• 
terest in life, life will soon lose inter­ 
est in us; and it is just as possible to 
achieve a precocious senility in the 20s 
as at any later period of our lives.
